ballet today canceled its Mos- 
cow. engagement in_ protest 
against Russias bloody repres- 
sion of the Hungarian revolt.

fowl season in Missouri was 
aptly described by a sportsman 
as being “no good at all in the 
morning—but by late afternoon 
it had grown steadily worse.” 
Bluebird weather, as usual. 
was the cause. Nothing in the 
way of weather had happened 
in the Canadian provinces and 
the northern states to drive the 
ducks southward. Snow or a 
freeze is needed to start the 
major duck migration. 
Fountain Grove provided the 
best shooting, and 58 hunters 
checked in 127 ducks. Duck 
Creek was ready with plenty of 
water but the ducks had not 
arrived. Some 54 hunters spent 
the day bagging -only 14 ducks. 
At Swan Lake, where geese 
only can be taken, 113 hunters 
checked in with 47 geese. All 
of these were Canadas except 
one, which was a blue goose. 
The mild weather has delayed 
the departure of the teal and, if 
it had not been for these small 
birds, the first few days of the 
waterfowl season would have 
been an almost total failure. 
Ordinarily, under normal weath- 
er and temperature conditions, 
the blue- and green-winged teal 
are basking in the warmer 
climes of the more southern 
states when opening day rolls 
around. 
Geese Ahead of Time. 
The goose flight was two 
weeks earlier this year than 
usual. Game experts are puz- 
vied by the earliness and size 
of the flock. In Illinois, Con- 
servation Director Glen D 
Palmer said the flock is almost 
double the total for the cor- 
responding date last year. The 
Illinois goose population in late 


October was the largest in 
many years. The flock con- 
sisted of 23,000 at Union County 


Refuge. 36.000 in Horseshoe

In the planning state, Dr. 
Ellis said, is a student union 
building. This is another pro)j- 
under the revenue bond 
program to be built by federal 
money on a loan basis to be 
paid back over a period of 40 
years 

The School of Mines is one 
of the few state schools in Mis- 
souri without such a building, 
and with the rapid growth of 
enroliment, it is becoming a 


necessity. Dr. Ellis said the 
building would probably be 
ready in the summer of 1958 


Also in the planning stage Is 
a group of apartments, includ- 
ing four buildings with 12 
apartments each, to house mar- 
ried students This construc- 
tion will start in the fall of 
1957 and will be ready for oc- 
cupancy in the fall of 1958. 
This, too, is under the revenue 
bond program. 

Turning to construction under 
the bond issue, Dr. Ellis pointed 
out that the Supreme Court has 
to pass upon the legality of 
these bonds before any money 
can be expended. He expressed 
the hope that this would be 
acted upon by the court in the 
not too distant future and then 
the actual planning and con- 
struction of the buildings could 


be undertaken 

He said that one of the diffi- 
culties in planning at Rolla 
was to schedule the job so as 


not to overload the labor supply 
and raise costs. The buildings, 
he said. had been scheduled on 
what seemed to be the best 
order as to need. These build- 
ings. he said. are not for future 


growth but for the immediate 
need of the student body 
Plans by July. 
The first building under the 


program is one costing $1,000,000 
to house the Electrical Engi- 
n@ering Department and Dr. 
Ellis said he hoped to have plans 
and specifications ready hy July 


1957, and to have the building 
ready for occupancy in the fall 
of 1959 


A similar $1.000.000 building 
to house the Civil Engineering 
Department is following essen- 
tially the same schedule

“The biggest dollar gains in 
sales of farm products between 
1945 and 1954 were in sales of 
dairy products and crops.

Payments of a third type may 
be counted under certain con- 
ditions, Gaukel added 

“The soil bank payments to 
be counted as net earnings by 
self-employed farm operators 
are those made under the acre- 
age reserve program and the 
annual payments for land placed 
in the conservation reserve,” 
Gaukel said. “These payments 
replace income which the farm- 
er reasonably could have ex- 
pected if his land had been 
kept in normal crop uses.” 

Third Type of Payment. 

A third type of soil bank 
payment is the “conservation- 
reserve reimbursement pay. 
ment.” These are payments 


made by the Federal Govern- | 


ment to pay part of the cost of 
carrying out 
practices and making improve- 
ments on the conservation re- 
serve. They are included in 


figuring the farmer's net earn-| 


ings only if the expenditures 


are deductible as business ex-. 


penses for income tax purposes. 


A landlord who owns a farm 
end participates materially in 


the production or management | 
of farm commodities gets social | 


security credit for his share of 
the soil bank payments just as 


the conservation |

For a farm owner who fre- 
ceives rental income but who 
takes no part in the actual oper- 
ation of the farm, neither the 
soil bank payments nor the 
other rental income counts 
toward social security benefits. 


Farmers who retire and claim 
social security payments this 
year and then receive soil bank 
payments in 1956 may file an 
application for a recomputation 
after the first of the year. 

Subject to Taxes. 


Those who draw soil bank 
payments are subject to self- 
employment (‘social security) 
taxes as on other net @arnings, 
and these earnings count toward 
social security retirement, dis- 
ability and 
benefits 

A large number of Missouri 
and Illinois farmers are retiring 
each week under the old-age 
and survivors insurance  pro- 


gram provided by the Social Se- fe 


curity Act, Gaukel pointed out. 


The amount of the monthly 
payment is based on the farm- 
er’s average monthly earnings. 
The minimum monthly payment 
is $30 for the farmer and $15 
for his wife, if they are both 
65. The maximum for which the 
self-employed farmer can qual- 
ify is $108.50 a month for him- 
self and $54.30 for his wife.

T anc telephone, a wonderful 
T ane convenient instrument, 
often gives rise to vexations 
When one member of the
